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Ally Pally to secure its future as concert venue 


DRAMATIC plans for the future of Alexan¬ 
dra Palace will be music to the ears of those 
who feared for its future. 

On Monday the board of trustees approved plans 
to transform the iconic palace into a prestigious live 
music venue to rival the O 2 and Southbank Centre. 

Over the next three months management will 
search for a major music operator to help run the 
venue, put into place a fundraising strategy and 
begin the “master planning” which the board hopes 
will transform the fortunes of the dilapidated build¬ 
ing with a chequered history. 

Last month, former Haringey Council leader 
Charles Adje was suspended after being found

lease of the palace. The decision was taken after 
it emerged he had failed to inform other trustees 
about a crucial briefing note which advised 
against the license for the palace being given to 
property developer Firoka. The company had 
been set to build a hotel and casino at the his¬ 
toric venue, as well as a restaurant, banqueting 
suite and business facilities. 

An agreement which gave Firoka permission 
to run the palace on a 125-year lease was quashed 
by the High Court in 2007. An independent 
report found the council lost an estimated 
£1.5million as a result of the botched deal. 

“It is very exciting and we hope Alexandra 
Palace will be known not just as the live music 
venue for London, but across the world,” said 
managing director Rebecca Kane. 

“We considered the iconic status of the build¬ 
ing and the heritage - this building was built in 
1873 when leisure, entertainment and music 
were the core things happening here.” 

The plan involves using the Great Hall and 
possibly the West Hall or theatre to host bands 
and artists throughout the year while the rest of 
the space could be used for other musical 
events, with hotels, bars and restaurants arriving 
on the back of the initiative. 

“The Great Hall is London’s largest standing 
venue, able to host 10,400 people,” added Ms 
Kane. “We’ve been in decline so the challenge

is redefining ourselves.” Trust interim general 
manager Andrew Gill revealed that £29m of 
investment is needed just to restore the deterio¬ 
rating building - which has also been hit by two 
devastating fires - which has left more than 50 
per cent of the existing shell unusable. 

He also hopes that the planning process will 
take between six to nine months so that in a 
year’s time, they will be, “sitting here with a 
fully formed master plan with our key operator 
secured, then we’ll have a better sense of what’s 
in store in future.”

- it’s a ‘yes* to AV here 


Leader of 
Lib Dems 
steps down

HARINGEY residents voted in 
favour of changing the current 
voting system used in UK Par¬ 
liament in a referendum. 

In the first national referen¬ 
dum in 35 years, Haringey 
voted to support the change of 
the current first-past-the-post 
system to the alternative vote, 
however the majority of the 
country voted against change. 

The borough was one of just 
six in London where people 
voted ‘yes’ to AV 
Out of the 150,299 eligible 
voters in the borough, 35.7 per 
cent of them put a cross on the 
ballot paper on May 5. 

Results showed that 56.6 per 
cent voted in favour of AV and 
43.38 per cent voted against. 

Lynne Featherstone, Liberal 
Democrat MP for Hornsey and 
Wood Green was pro-AV 
She said: “It was very heart¬ 
warming to see the people of 
Haringey so resoundingly say¬ 
ing yes to fairer votes on 
Thursday. Sadly, the fantastic 
result we got here in Haringey 
was not echoed elsewhere.” 

She added: “But I am pleased that 
locally we not only had an above the Lon¬ 
don average turnout, people really 



engaged with the campaign and the 
issues. I’m proud of Haringey and of the 
many engaged and enthusiastic residents 
who live here.” 


Under AV voters number the candi¬ 
dates in order of preference. A candidate 
would need to receive a minimum of 50 
per cent of the votes cast in the ballot. 


LIBERAL DEMOCRATS in 
Haringey are set to find out 
who their new leader will be 
after Robert Gorrie steps 
down from the helm tonight. 

Mr Gorrie, who took on 
leadership of the Lib Dem 
group in Haringey in 2008, 
has decided to leave the 
post to give his successor 
time to prepare for the next 
local elections in 2014. 

He will officially conclude 
his term of office at his 
party’s annual general 
meeting this evening where 
a new leader will also be 
elected. 

Mr Gorrie said it had been 
a “great pleasure” to play a 
part in many successful 
campaigns but admitted 
that stepping down would 
give him more time to 
spend with voters in 
Hornsey - what he 
described as the “most 
enjoyable” part of the job.

Liz. “Lemon chocolate was a new one on me and 
worked a treat; and rose with cardamom was 
delicious. Children tend to have fantastic imagi¬ 
nations for flavours - a girl suggested Chinese 
five-spice as an ingredient for her chocolate bars 
and the result tasted gorgeous.” 

I N HER Aladdin’s cave of exotic ingredients, 
Liz reaches for a jug of creamy powder that 
exudes the homely fragrance of shortbread. 
This, she tells us, is lucuma powder - a pul¬ 
verised Peruvian superfruit packed with betac- 
arotene which lends a dairy-free creaminess to 
chocolate and desserts. 

Another aromatic jug yields nibs of minimally 
processed raw chocolate - or cacoa - one of the 
most antioxidant-rich foods on the planet and the 
basis for most of Liz’s confections. Sweetener 
comes in the form of agave syrup, xylitol and 
coconut sugar which offer natural alternatives to 
the refined variety which sends blood-sugar lev¬ 
els spiking and then crashing - the all-too-famil- 
iar chocolate “high” which is over all too soon. 

Liz became a vegetarian at the age of 22 and 
has worked as a natural health therapist since the 
early 1990s. It was while “Wwoofing” (world¬ 
wide opportunities on organic farms) in western 
Australia that she became more interested in the 
health benefits of raw food. 

“I was staying with a family who really piqued 
my interest in how minimally cooked food can 
boost health,” she says. “And it was absolutely 
perfect for me because I’m a terrible cook! I have 


a very sweet tooth so I was thrilled to find that 
I could make chocolate with minimal cooking. 

“The ingredients will melt at low temperatures 
- a bowl over a candle will do - and it’s ready so 
quickly that sometimes I’ll have a chocolate urge 
in the evening and I’ll make some, knowing I can 
get my fix really quickly.” 

As testament to this, Liz proffers a bowl of 
melted chocolate which feels only slightly 
warmer than body temperature and we stir in 
some glittering ruby-coloured dried strawberry 
granules before pouring into moulds and leaving 
in the freezer to set. Lifteen minutes later, darkly 
glossy hearts emerge that melt in the mouth and 
set off a flavour explosion on the tastebuds. 

“One of the side-effects of the raw chocolate is 
its power to stimulate,” explains Liz. “And it has 
mood-altering qualities thanks to its content of 
anandamide, also known as the bliss chemical, 
and PEA which boosts serotonin, tryptophan and 
dopamine. You might not want to eat it late 
because it can keep you up, and be warned that it 
can have aphrodisiac properties!” 

With this in mind, we stop short of cramming 
the whole batch in our mouths and leave the 
magic kitchen with a mild buzz.

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Cash to get bikes 
out on the roads

CYCLING in the borough has been given a 
£325,000 cash boost to improve routes and get 
residents back on their bikes. 

Haringey Council was one of 13 local author¬ 
ities to be awarded a share of a £4million fund 
to invest in engaging the local community in 
cycling, creating a better infrastructure for 
bikes and to make cycling safer. 

The money has been awarded by Transport 
For London as part of Mayor Of London Boris 
Johnson’s so-called “cycling revolution”. 
Research shows that more than half of the 


daily journeys in the capital that could be 
made by bicycle are in outer London. 

Nilgun Canver, cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhoods, said: “We are really keen to 
improve the cycling network in the borough 
and to encourage more residents to get back 
on their bikes.” 

Specific areas likely to benefit from the 
money include Bikeability cycle training in 
schools, cycle route improvements and 
cycle parking. 

The £325,000 cash boost will be spent over 
three years in addition to £450,000 also given 
by TfL over three years for cycling projects. 


Tragic factory accident ‘preventable’

AN ACCIDENT in which a worker died after 
being hit on the head by a steel barrier could 
have been avoided, the Health And Safety 
Executive has ruled. 

Balbir Rayatt, from Ilford, Essex, was car¬ 
rying out repairs for car mat manufacturer 
Cannon Automotive Limited, in High Road, 
Tottenham, when the tragedy occurred. 

A hearing held at the City of London Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court was told that the firm had 
failed to assess the risks and implement a 
safe system of work for the machine Mr Ray¬ 
att, 55, had been maintaining. 

Health And Safety Executive inspector Neil 


Fry said: “This tragic death was utterly 
preventable. Poor standards and failure to 
keep working environments in a good 
condition are a major cause of these types 
of incidents.” 

The investigation found that the rubber 
mixing machine had not been stored in the 
correct manner and it had also been left 
unsecured. 

It also found Cannon at fault for failing to 
supervise, monitor or review maintenance 
arrangements to ensure it met health and 
safety standards. 

Cannon Automotive Limited pleaded guilty 
and was fined a total of £20,000 and ordered 
to pay court costs.

Spurs ace ruptures ankle ligaments

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR remain optimistic 
that Gareth Bale will be fully fit in time 
for the start of next season, even though 
it has been confirmed that the Welsh inter¬ 
national ruptured ankle ligaments during 
Saturday’s Premier League draw at home 
to Blackpool. 

The recently crowned Professional Foot¬ 
ballers’ Association player of the year was 
carried off in the early stages of the second 
half on Saturday following a poor challenge 
from Charlie Adam and a scan on Monday 
revealed the extent of the damage. 

Bale has definitely been ruled out for the 
remainder of this campaign, but Spurs are 
hopeful that he will make a rapid recovery. 

“Gareth will remain in a protective boot 
for up to 12 days before beginning rehabili¬ 
tation,” the club said in an official statement. 
“The player is expected to be fit for the start 
of pre-season.” 

Saturday’s match saw Tottenham continue 
their poor recent run of form as they needed 
a late leveller from Jermain Defoe to snatch 


a 1-1 draw against the relegation-threatened 
Tangarines. 

Adam had already seen one penalty saved 
by keeper Heurelho Gomes before Black¬ 
pool were awarded a second spot kick in 
the space of a minute when the keeper 
brought down Gary Taylor-Fletcher from the 
resulting corner. 

The Scottish international made no mistake 
with his second attempt to give the visitors a 
lead which they held until Defoe’s fine strike 
from distance in the 88th minute. 

“We really needed a win,” manager Harry 
Redknapp admitted. “Anything less was no 
good to us. We’ve struggled of late to score 
goals at home and we’ve not been able to kill 
teams off. 

“We’ve had a few games where we’ve had 
lots of the play and passed the ball great but 
haven’t managed to beat teams because 
we’ve not taken the opportunities we’ve cre¬ 
ated. You have spells like that. 

“When we’ve needed that little bit of magic 
in the past months or six weeks Gareth has 
been injured and we’ve lost that little spark 
that turns draws into wins.”

THE London Skolars’ interest in the 
Carnegie Challenge Cup predictably 
came to an end in the fourth round 
on Sunday when they suffered a 62-18 
defeat at home to Widnes Vikings.

Further scores from David Allen, 
Tangi Ropati and Paddy Flynn (two) 
helped Widnes move 32-0 ahead by 
the interval, before the Skolars hit 
back through Jaroslaw Obuchowski’s 
converted try early in the second half. 

Flynn completed his hat-trick and 
Grant Gore also touched down for 
the visitors before James Anthony 
and Dave Arnot scored tries for the 
Skolars, which were both converted 
by Dylan Skee. 

But Widnes’ superior fitness told 
in the closing stages, with Flynn 
grabbing his fourth try of the match 
and Steve Tyrer and Allen also 
touching down. Tyrer also kicked 
seven goals as the match finished with 
an identical score to when the teams 
met in the Northern Rail Cup earlier 
in the season. 

The London Skolars return to 
Co-Operative Championship One 
action on Sunday when they host 
Workington (2pm).
